The valuo of roprosontativo Gov- 
ernment which gives the pooplo a con- 
trolling power over the expenditure 
of the public money, has recently been 
gloriously illustrated iu the Canadian 
Parliament, and is BUggestive of ideas 
worth the consideration of tho pooplo 
of this Colony. The salary of the 
Govornor^General, as will bo seen be- 
low, was proposed to be fixed at £10- 
000 per annum, but tho pooplo con* 
Bidorod that sum as far too groat. A 
Mr Oliver, therefore, on 5th May, pro- 
posoda reBolulion to reduco it to 
£7,000, and tho motionwas carried by 
an ovorwholtning majority of nearly 
throo to ono. The Toronto Globe of 
8th May, received yesterday by tho 
California says : 

Tho overwhelming majority by 
which tho flouso of Commons voted 
on Monday night to reduce tho Gov- 
errtor-lioneral's salary will BUrprtse 
the country. Pooplo have not boon 
iu tho habit of looking to tho Honso 
of Commons for suoh largo majorities 
in favor of reduced expenditure. The 
culery was fixed at £10.000 Bterling 
by tho Conference in London, and a 
clause fixed it at that figure— subject 
of course, to tho notion of tho Domin- 
ion Parliament— was put into the 
Union Act, Tho Privy Council, near- 
ly all tho raomborB of which wore do- 
legatoB to London, admittod and do* 



plo? 1b it possible for all parties to 
forgot thoir individual contests and 
triumphs for a timo, and unito in 
earnest for a public benefit? From 
tho sentiments wo liavo lately hoard 
expressed we thiuk it is, and moroovor 
that now is tho timo to try it. Tho 
examplo of Canada comes opportunely 
indeed as an encouragement, What- 
ever increase thoro may bo in tho rev- 
enue this year, there is no possibility 
of any surplus being loft for Buoh pub- 
lic dntorprisos and improvements aB 
aro necessary j and thero is only ono 
way in whioh our publio expenditure 
can bo handled bo aa to make the Im„ 
porial Govornmont fool and rooognizo 
its enormity— that is by a public 
meeting. Canada has told England 
through her local indopondont Parlia- 
mont,°that £10,000 a year is too much 
by one-third for ovon a Govornor-Gou- 
oral, and that a similar rotronohmont 
must bo carriod on throughout the 
whole cf tho Govornmont departments. 
Wo have no such channel through 
which wo con mako oursolves hoard 
and lelt, but wo can do tho next bost 
thing; wo can havo a largo public 
mooting convened of mo a of all classes 
and all creods, but free from every iec- 
tional and political iasuo, and adopt a 
protest against tho sums votod this 
yoar buing frittered away.in. lajarjes. 
only, when moro important things 
aro needed. Lot the protest bo strong 
and urgent as possible, and so broad 
in its plea that every man may sign 
it; but let it bo oonfined to tho ono 
subject of money. It may bo for this 
purpose a united expression of publio 
fooling, suoh as tho ilomo Government 
cannot disregard, obtained bo- 
' 1 to ° llUo ' - throw tho Bug. 



OhloA, with its enormous and nowisa aiiluont 
population, silver boars permanently, far the 
purposes of internal exobanne, aa euhanoed 
value compared wilh its intrinsio worth in 
tlia European markot. In rich meroantilo 
countries, with liuga exteinul commerce, a 
smaller rolativo circulation of silver euificos. 
For examplo, tbe tot il silver coinage of 
Great Britain, tho Uuitcd Stales and France, 
for the filteen years preceding 18GG, was only 
8117 000,000, as wiainst n gold coinage in 
the samB interval of" 92 108 356316. On the 
other hand in Japan, where a double stan- 
dard of gold and silver ooinage oxists, so 
great, for tho causes before mentioned, is tho 
domand for silver, that, until recently, the 
ratio of valuo was fixed at no more than 4 of 
that moto! to 1 of gold. It is needlesB to say 
that, under this condition of finance, a rapid 
depletion of the gold coinago commenced as 
300H as foreign commerce was opened. Ren- 
dered wiser by experience tho Japaueso 
increased tho ratio, in 1860, to 13^ to 1. 
The difference is still material ; but no moro, 
probably, than the govornment is willing, at 
lonat temporarily, to allow, in order to pro- 
mote ilia introduction of silver to meat the 
internal requirements of the country. 

Gold, indeed, up to the present timo has 
been valued in China solely ns an nrticlo of 
luxury or a medium of foreign exchange, 
The coinage has been of copper alone; silver 
being employed in curroncy only by weight, 
like b tho Roman ai, or the Hebrew slitkol. 
The smal[ domand for gold in the remote 
interior is well illustrated by Iho fact, that in 
18G5 tho exporlalion f from Russia thither, 
through tho froutier entrepot at Kiaohta, 
was only 327.329 Roubles of that motal as 
Bgainut 3,876,184 Roubles of silver, But 
that ihuroisn growing demand lor n geld 
coinage in other parts of tho empire, indiua~ 
tiveof increasing wealth through the extension 
of formgn truffio, is shown by a statement 
mado by Mr Buggies; that information had 
reached Paris soon after the adjournment of 
,j.j,.>k yrsssaj-Uw. V »t.w s*s* ~.7.-,z~,r t~ a ! !-y- 
in progress ut Pekiu for striking gold coins 
ol the weight and value respectively of 20 
francs, of 5 frnncs, and of one frano, similar 
iu their conditions to tho coiuago of the 
European Confederation. 

Were any addtional motive necessary, the 
measure contemplated by tho Chinese 
Government, ifefleoted as it is just to con- 
clude, might bu urged as a further plea for 
tho adoplion of the unit of valuo recom- 
mended by tho Conference. To the com- 
merce of tha Pacific the measure contem- 
plated by China will bo manifestly ofimpor>

Something 
was paid of tho effect of this voto in 
England. We can understand why 
the genilemon, who as mombers of the 
London Conforcnco fixud the salary at 
£10,000, should bo a little sensitive on 
that point. It may annoy them a 
little to ste their bargain lepudiated 
bo unceremoniously — though we can., 
not help thinking that if they had 
oared very much about that, they 
would bavo fought bardor against Mr 
Oliver's motion. As foi tho Domin- 
ion gonerally, wo do not imagine that 
it will sutler very much iu English 
estimation by reason of the voto re- 
ducing the Govoinor-Gcneral's salary. 

Tbo salary of tho Governor of this 
Colony with ten or twelve thousand 
white inhabitants is nearly £5,000 ono 
way or tho otbor, and tbo gonoral 
expenditure of tho Government such 
that tho country is paralysed by ita 
enormity. It is tco true wo havo in our 
Legislature but a small minority of 
representative members, who are 
poworloss for good when retrenchment 
is suggested tor consideration. All 
that thoso gentlemen could do was to 
offer and support tho protest present-

Much to our rogrot, tho 
prospoot of iratnediuto Confederation 
whioh would havo givon us a Legis- 
lature as faithiul in tho oxpondituro of 
tho public monoy as Canada enjoys, 
is now boyond all quostiou dolayod 
for tho proaont, owing to tho negotia- 
tions respecting tho intervening terri- 
tory. Tho hope, thoroforo, wo had of 
obtaining immediato roliof from our 
difficulties, by obtaining immediate 
chance in our Government, must bo

laid aside for somo time longor than 
wo anticipated, and thon coinus tho 
gravo and serious question, 'What 
is to bo done in tho meantime V It is 
indeed a gnivo and serious quostion, 
askod ovory day, let it bo understood, 
earnestly by tho loading men in tho 
country; by mon too who aro now 
only beginning to feel how much coiin 
federation was needed, wbon the im- 
med;ate chuueo of it is gone. Ono great 
evil of tho Colony, springing naturally 
from its dopressed condition, is the 
division of society into numberless 
parties, tho pertinacious manner in 
whioh thoao partiefl purnuo thoir indi« 
vidual schemes, and tho bitterness with 
which thoy oppose all others. Wo aro 
not wanting in instances, howovo 
both in aneiont and modern history, of 
pooplo sacrificing all, or ftt loast much 
of thoir individual fooling and convio- 
- iioa.,«0)r a time, wWii tlio enwrgcnckB 
of tboir country roquitod it, and unit 



by somo of tlio leading spirits of the 
Legislature and tho Colony. Is thero 
auyono amongst us who has coarago 
to invito the Mayor to convono such a 
meeting ?

During the last twenty years California 
alone is known to havo given the world 
§900,000,000, of tho precious motal, and 
still keeps producing heavily. It is esti- 
mated next yeur that Montana will give 
$25,000,000 ; Idaho, §10,000,000 and 
Nevada, 820,000,000, independent of her 
silver yield; aud that the total average of 
the annual yield in America is $75,0o0,» 
000, Australia, during the samo period, 
certainly cannot huvo produced much less, 
and as New Zealand, British Columbia, 
Africa and other places, produce a large 
amount, the average annual yield of the 
precious metal in the British Dominions 
must be equal to that of America, thus 
together givign the world tho enormous 

Tha total produce of Europe, Canada and 

but it must, nevertheless, bo lurgo ; and 
yet with oil this continual contribution 
gold seems to get no more plentiful than 
it was years ugo. What reully becomes 
of it .- Could it bo ascertained, it would 
bo both curious and useful to find out 
what pursuit absorbs so large a propor-

The supply cf silver, on the other hand, 
has not of late yeats procoedud at an equ;il 
paco with that of gold, prospectively, 
tro, jmlf4in£ from present indications, it 
peoms probable ilml tho like disparity of 
production will continue. Uador these con- 
ditions it might ha permissible to conctive, 
oa an extreme view, that the values ot the 
sister metals, gradually approximating oach 
other wilh the lapse of ages, may at lenillh 
become equalized ; nay, even change event u- 
allv their relative positions, Bat our appre- 
hension ot the unvarying order ol God's pro- 
vidence precludes Hie fanciful speculation. 
That Providence which in all things minis- 
lets to tlio wanls ot man, lias given to ns tho 
precious metals us a common medium of ex- 
obange among iliu nations. The marvellous 
gold ('evelnpniiints of the prusent ago, I ho 
great agents iu promoting tho iliaaeinmalion 
ol the civilized races, huvo boon resorved for 
their fitting lime; and wo may, in all humil- 
ity, inter, that tho same Power who ban 
ovorrtileJ the past has, in Hia infinite 
wisdom, provided that, ivhilo in the order 
of events oscillations must necessarily occur, 
tho mean balance of production shall not be 
permanently disturbed in tho future. 

The relutiva value, however, of tho sister 
metals, irrcupeutive ol Iho fluctuation caused 
by disproportion ol supply, la influenced by 
other causes as between the nations of Iho 
world. With iho Bproad of civilization, tho 
admission of new inces into tho common 
family, and the cutiHiqnonl oatension of com- 
merce, increase*! employment for the circula- 
ting media must necessarily ensue. This 
involves an important element of distur- 
bance, iu itself fatal to the theory ol n 
double BtanuVd, Il inuy bo assuired thai 
among suoh now nations, ns among tho 
older civilizations containing a numerous 
population with n great internal circulation 
in trivia! , amounts, iilv«i< w'dt always ecnj ■ 
mand a premium as compared with gold;

Wostem na'ions the Asiatic powers will, il ia 
believed, cordially unite in a common mon« 
e'ary confederation. Persia, though uol 
formally represented at the Paris Conference 
has signified through her ambassador an 
earnest desire to co-operate. That power 
alreadv has in circulation a gold piece of 
the value of 22 27 francs, wilh a standard of 
precisoly 900 fines ; a small increase of 
weight, therefore, would raiso a new coinage 
to the equivalent of tho reduced sovereign 
and hall eagle of Great Briiain and the 
United Statu. The cooperation of nil beinc 
thus presumptively secured, ono common 
coinage of gold would bo mutually inter- 
changeable throughout the wide fraternity of 
nations. 

To tbo Wiled Slntes tho proposed mea- 
sure presents peculiar inducements, nnd 
thereforo, it may bo presumed, will be 
readily acquiesced in by ibal government. 
As already shown a very largo proportion 
cf her coinage finds its way annually to 
Europe; where not being current, it is no- 
cessurily recoined. AJsmall proportion only 
reverts to iho United Stales in ita origioal 
shape, in iho hands of immigrants, chiefly 
from tbo Q rrnan States. The great remain- 
der, absorbed by oiher nations, entails ur>on 
iho original owners a national loss cora- 
monsurata with tho coat of recoiriago and 
other incidental charges. 

To Gnat Britain, though not . affected 
similarly, or at least to any material oxlent. 
from this cause, tha measuro presents many 
obvious advantages which it were bootless 
to enumerate. It ia upon her decision that 
ihe consummation of the measure now 
mainly depends. One ol the groat powers, 
Austria, as before ir:entionod, has already 
given in her adherence; and the opinion ex- 
nrpsHHfi hy the British delegates is strongly 
in favor of a similar course on the part of 
our own government. These gentlemen, 
Mr Thomas Graham, master of tho Koyal 
mint, and Mr Rivers Wilson of the treasury, 
voled uohesit itiugly in support of tho sever- 
al recommendations of the Conference: but, 
tar. inr^trsrro^juv- *6-»r— Srfivaifes 
compelled under tbe strictly limited Tab'trvRs^ 
non.i4,X r .a m .their government to state that, 
until it should bo inconlestably demonstrated 
that the adoption of a new system offered 
advantages justifying the abandonment of 
that which was npproved by experience and 
rooted in the bobils of tho people, the Brit- 
ish Government could not take tbo initiative 
in assimilating its money with thai of the 
nations of ihe Continent.'-' 

To tho. Dominion of Canada and to nnr» 

out, with on diluent neighbour, and u never 
c,en<>.in<r intfyo.nnrse, the mcninrei li.^s a sig- 
nificance of peculiar import. Deep intereHt 
in its success was expreessed by Mr Iiou- 
chetlo and olher Canadian officials who were 
at Paris during the sitting of the Conference, 
superintending tho Interests of iho Dominion 
at the Expmition ; but, except throuyh tho 
Imperiul delegates, neither the Dominion nor 
Australia was directly represented in tho 
Conference. 

As already mentioned tho 15th of Febru- 
ary ol the current year was tho proposed 
date ol decision. Meanwhile, however pru» 
dently conservutivo In its views, n strong 
pressure from tho commercial circles of tho 
Kingdom will havo been brought lo tear up. 
on the government. Different Chambers ol 
(lomnmrce, and many influential persons in 
all classes of the community, have expressed 
themselves strongly in favor of the proposed 
reforrrn Concurrently thorowilh | iho entire 
decimalization of the currency, ns a neces- 
sary consequence, is powerfully advocated, 
ft has been shown thai, apart from tho tem- 
porary inconvenience inseparable from a 
change so momentous, uo linnticial distur- 
bance will prnclicully ensue, eiiher in tho 
Huttletnent of transactions between private 
parties, er in tho arrangement of tha ac- 
counts with tho publio creditors. A great 
end is in view; and to attain it somo trans- 
ient saoriSce of convenience, somn dop&rlure 
from the absurd Bwuying of national predi- 
lections, must nocessarily be suhmitlcd to. 

Ou tho whole thoro is good ground to be- 
hove that Uroat Briiain will not rufuso to 
foster by lie r example this world wide mea- 
sure ol improvement, ground to hope that ere 
long the llmu honored jumble of pounds 
and shillings, and pence, nnd farthings — to 
schoolboys a bugbear, to grown calculators a 
bore — will bo remembered only us a tradK 
tion of the past ; replaced by a system of 
universal acceptance, in all respects moro 
rational and loss perplexing. It is perhaps 
too much to hopo that in our day, us a ae- 
quo! to ibis important change, a common 
system of weights nnd measures — B project 
Iraugbt coitainly wilh obnsideralJ^s ol 

t'his may he reserved for the enlightened 
progress of a future generation ; but mean- 
whilo wo may oocept in augury tbo auspi- 
cious; bees preparing for us by tho united 
wisdom of our own.
